“Dusting or spraying in a walnut 
orchard for the walnut worm, where 
the infestation is less than 5 per 
cent, is unnecessary.” 
Professor H. J. Quayle of the Riv­ 
erside Citrus Experimental station 
said this to about seventy-five Or­ 
ange county walnut growers at Tus­ 
tin last night. 
Professor 
Quayle 
gave 
a chart 
demonstration and lecture, based on 
observations made in check plots in 
Santa Ana, Tustin and Carpenteria. 
Included in the local groves in which 
test plots were worked were 
the 
Sherman 
Stevens grove 
at Tustin 
and the A. J. Crookshank grove near 
Santa Ana. 
The 
work done in 
the Stevens 
grove was typical of the area over 
which observations were made last 
year. Seven checked plots in the 
Stevens grove were kept under ob­ 
servation for their response under 
varying treatm ent. 
First Spraying June 1 
The first plot was sprayed June 
I, and when checked up showed an 
infestation of 1.3 per cent. The sec­ 
ond plot was sprayed twice, June I 
and July 9. This plot showed the 
lowest percentage of infestation, 5 
per cent. Plots dusted June I showed 
infestation 
amounting 
to 3.2 per 
cent. Another plot dusted June I and 
July 8 showed 2.8 per cent infesta­ 
tion. Another plot dusted late ill the 
seasou, July 8, showed 4 per cent 
infestation. Spraying on July 9 in 
another plot resulted in 3 per cent 
infestation 
and the 
seventh plot, 
which was 
given 
no 
treatment, 
showed 
an infestation of 
6.3 per 
cent, over the danger point. 
“This 
indicates 
that, generally 
speaking, one dusting is all 
that 
would be justified,” said Professor 
Quayle in explanation of the results 
of the test plot work. 'The differ­ 
ence in benefit derived is so little 
that a second dusting would 
not 
justify the expenditure necessary. 
Tells Difference 
“Spray checks showed a little bet­ 
ter control' than the dusting, 
but 
the expense of application 
comes 
higher and is hardly worth the dif­ 
ference.” 
Professor Quayle explained 
that 
the trees in the Stevens grove were 
some of the largest in the county. 
They are budded trees and are 18 
or 19 years old. Ten pounds of dust­ 
ing material was required for each 
tree. The cost of the material was 
60 cents and application amounted 
to 15 cents, or a total of 75 cents 
for dusting each tree. 
“In spraying, 30 gallons of solu­ 
tion were used. The proportions of 
materials in the solution were six 
pounds of lead arsenate to 200 gal­ 
lons of water. The material cost 23 
cents for each tree and application 
amounted to 60 cents, a total of 83 
cents a tree.” 
Professor Quayle pointed out that 
the one dusting applied early in the 
season, near .Tune I, was more de­ 
sirable and efficient than in the lat­ 
ter part of the season. 
Another point stressed by Profes­ 
sor Quayle was that a basic or neu­ 
tral arsenate of lead should be used 
rather than the acid lead arsenate, 
as the material from an acid base 
frequently causes an excessive ar­ 
senical burning of the foliage, 
In outlining the control program 
for the 
coming season, 
Professor 
Quayle stated that the best period 
of application for dusting or spray­ 
ing was between May 25 and June 
25. In this connection the speaker 
pointed out the advantages of dust­ 
ing over spraying In that it was 
more 
convenient to 
handle, less 
bulk and lighter than spray mater­ 
ial. It will also cover a larger area 
more quickly than the liquid spray 
and is therefore cheaper in applica­ 
tion. he said. 
Plans for a walnut growers’ 
de­ 
partment of the Farm bureau were 
told by H. E. Wahlberg, county farm 
advisor. The m atter is to be taken 
up with the various walnut growers’ 
associations, who are expected to 
send representative to confer with 
the farm advisor on the work in the 
county. Later plans include the se­ 
curing of a walnut extension spec­ 
ialist, who will devote his entire 
time to working out field problems 
in the walnut sections of Southern 
California.

former county probation officer, who 
has returned to Santa Ana after 
spending a half year in China, where 
he went on missionary work. 
“For six months I have not had to 
dodge anything more dangerous than 
a wheelbarrow and it seems strange 
to get bt 
* into this life of dodging 
automobiled, where you have to look 
four ways at once and be quick, or 
you will be dead,” Scott continued. 
“I have had many strange and in­ 
teresting experiences, not joyful at 
the time but now that I look back 
on them I am thankful for them and 
that I am back safe and sound. 
Travels in China. 
“I have traveled nearly a thousand 
miles inland in South China far from 
the usual haunts of the tourist and 
where 
Chinese 
life 
is 
scarcely 
touched by modern civilization. 
“I have ridden in all kinds of ve­ 
hicles and all kinds of boats, slept in 
garrets and on Chinese bed boards, 
eaten Chinese meals that were fear­ 
fully and wonderfully made, shaken 
hands with all kinds of bugs and mi­ 
crobes and smelled China’s far-famed 
odors. 
I used to wonder why Japan was 
advertised so extensively and China 
not at all. 
Now I !:now. 
Yet, in 
spite of China’s utter lack of sani­ 
tation. aud the comforts and con­ 
veniences of civilization it is an in­ 
teresting country to visit if one can 
endure the hardships and live as the 
Chinese live. 
“Did I 
learn 
to 
talk 
Chinese? 
Surely, but not so they could under­ 
stand it.

There are nine tones and the same 
word may mean anywhere from six 
to nine different things, according 
to the tone you give it.

Leaves Hong Kong. 
“Leaving Hong Kong. February 27 
on the Persia Maru of the T, K. K., 
a Japanese line, we went direct to 
Dairen in Manchuria, 
1650 
miles; 
straight north, on the shore of thei 
Yellow sea. Dairen is the chief port J 
of South Manchuria and 
the 
ter­ 
minus of the South Manchuria rail-1 
way. 
It is only a few miles from j 
Port Arthur. 
All this territory was 
taken from Russia by the Japanese 
in their late scrap, and is now under 
Japanese control. 
“We left the warm weather of the 


tropics at Hong Kong and found our­ 
selves in ice and snow and bitterly 
cold weather at Dairen. 
“I was more than pleased to get a 
glimpse of the Manchus for they are 
so unlike the Chinese of South China, 
who are small of stature. 
The Man­ 
chus are 
giants 
in 
comparison, 
great, 
strapping, 
six-footers 
with 
strong, intelligent faces and all wear­ 
ing queues. 
“Our ship coaled here and took on 
one thousand tons of ocal from Man­ 
churian mines. Every bit of this coal
